Mr Kaye, a builder and 
joiner, said many traders 
wanted the one-way system 
scrapped. 

He said: “The meeting on 
Monday night was a chance 
for traders to air their views 
about the one-way system 
and say what they wanted to 
be done to make changes. 

“Many believe the whole 
system needs to be scrapped 
and go back to the way it was 
before. The forum will con¬ 
tinue to put the case forward 
to Powys County Council. 

“County councillor David 
Jones was at the meeting, he 
is the man that has been 
tasked by the county author¬ 
ity to lead a working party 
looking at the effect of the 
one-way system on the town. 
He listened to everyone’s 
views and said he would 
report the findings back.” 

Mr Kaye said the town 
had been inundated with 
complaints since the system 
opened in February 2011. 

The forum meets every 
third Monday of the month 
at the town hall at 7pm.

But users of the centre, in Shrewsbury Road, have been promised that services will 
improve as part of the deal. Oswestry is among five leisure centres to be put under new 
management by the authority. 

A meeting of Shropshire Council’s cabinet yesterday agreed to enter into negotiations 
with leisure firm Serco as the preferred bidder to run the sites, which attract 839,000 vis¬ 
itors a year. If a deal is agreed, Serco will also take over the leases for the Market Drayton 
Swimming Centre, Shrewsbury Sports Village and Indoor Bowls Hall, Whitchurch Swim-

Harassment 
case adjourned 

SENTENCING of a 58-year-old Oswestry 
man who harassed one of his neighbours 
has been adjourned for further psychiatric 
assessment.

Mr Dean Easthope, for Stringer, 
requested the adjournment and said his 
client had been referred for a 28-day psychi¬ 
atric assessment at a Birmingham hostel. 
Stringer was granted conditional bail.

“The company which we have identified 
on the papers today is a big company and it’s 
got a proven track record of doing this stuff 
already within the county.” 

“It’s a well established national company 
that will do a damn good job for Shropshire. ” 

However, he said there were no plans to 
put any of the remaining 18 Shropshire 
Council leisure centres into different man¬ 
agement. 


Grandfather killing trial starts

TWO men accused of a brutal 
attack on an Oswestry pen¬ 
sioner, who died in hospital a 
month later from his injuries, 
have gone on trial. 

Peter Marston, 24, of 
Moorfields, Stafford, and 
Daniel Keeble, 26, of no fixed 
abode, appeared at Stafford 
Crown Court yesterday 
(Wednesday). They are 
accused of the manslaughter 
of 87-year-old Oswestry 
great-grandfather Charles 
Green. 

Mr Green died at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital a 
month after suffering multi¬ 
ple injuries during a break-in 
at his home in Ambleside 
Road on May 2 last year. 

The defendants also denied 
assaulting Mr Green with 
intent to rob, and Marston 
also denies burglary at Mr 
Green’s home. 

The court heard the defen¬ 
dants denied all the charges 
against them. 

Judge Simon Tonking told 
the court in Stafford that he 
expected the trial to last up to 
three weeks he and con¬ 
firmed that more than 20 wit¬ 
nesses are expected to give 
evidence during the trial. 


Councillors 
back plan 
for KFC and 
Starbucks 

PLANS by fast food chain 
KFC and coffee giant Star- 
bucks to open two ‘drive- 
thru’ restaurants in 
Oswestry have been wel¬ 
comed by town councillors 
who say they will provide a 
much-needed jobs boost. 

The global chains are 
looking to launch premises 
on the Oswestry Gateway 
development site near the 
Mile End roundabout. 

The move will create more 
than 60 jobs and the firms 
say the restaurants would be 
an opportunity to extend the 
facilities offered to passing 
traffic on the Oswestry 
A483/A5 bypass. 

At last night’s town coun¬ 
cil meeting, Councillor Bill 
Benyon welcomed the plans, 
which have been submitted 
to Shropshire Council. 

“These places employ in 
the main people under 25 
and we in Oswestry are des¬ 
perately short of jobs for our 
young people,” he said. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said it was important 
that the design of the devel¬ 
opment was a quality one. 

“This area was once desig¬ 
nated as a prestigious, gate¬ 
way site for Oswestry,” he 
said. 

However, there are some 
fears about the impact the 
two restaurants would have 
on town centre businesses. 

Councillor Paul Milner 
said he feared the restau¬ 
rants would draw visitors 
and customers away from 
the town centre.

A FATHER has been jailed for 21 months after 
admitting causing the death of his own son by 
dangerous driving in a head-on smash in Mid 
Wales. 

Alan Lloyd Paul Evans, 34, of Ford Jarvis, Wrexham, was 
also banned from driving for three years at Mold Crown 
Court on Friday and told by the judge he would have to take 
an extended retest to get his licence back. 

Evans admitted causing the death of his five-year-old son 
Bailey Evans on May 14 last year. Bailey was a front-seat 
passenger in the Citroen Saxo his father was driving when 
the crash happened on the A483 at Welshpool. 

Judge Niclas Parry said the incident was 
a ‘thoroughly avoidable tragedy’. 

He said: “This is an appalling and unnec¬ 
essary waste of a young life; a tragedy 
caused by your thoughtless driving. 

He added: “Yourself and Bailey’s mother 
have lost a beautiful five-year-old son and 
his three sisters a brother. 

“Witnesses described your driving as like 
a bat out of hell and therefore I have to be 
seen to do my public duty by giving you an 
immediate custodial sentence.” 

The court heard Evans had taken his son 
out for the day to Park Hall Farm in 
Oswestry and was returning him to his 
mother when the crash happened. 

Mr Andrew Green, prosecuting, said: 
“Three cars had been following a car towing 
a trailer when the first two cars managed to 
pass without incident. But then Evans over¬ 
took and ran out of road before spinning 
into the path of a Nissan. 

“Police arrived at the scene and found the 
defendant sat at the roadside with his son 
lifeless in the passenger seat.” 

Mr Andrew Jebb, for Evans, said: “No pu¬ 
nishment handed out by the court could 
match the punishment he has put himself 
through in the last 11 months. He will now 
lose his job and is worried about losing his 
marriage.”

Maesbury Primary School will close in August as part of Shropshire Council’s wide- 
reaching education review and campaigners want to keep it for community use. There are 
fears it could be sold and the land released for housing. 

On Saturday about 25 people took part in a drop-in session airing their views over the 
building’s future. They agreed it should be kept as a community asset being used for every-

Plans unveiled 
for 150,000 unit 
poultry scheme 

PLANS have been unveiled to build giant poultry units to 
house nearly 150,000 chickens. 

The proposals for three poultry rearing sheds at Foxholes 
Farm Buildings, in Little Ness, between Oswestry and 
Shrewsbury, have been submitted to Shropshire Council. 

The application also includes the creation of two control 
rooms, seven feed bins, an office/store building, a water 
tower, and road works in Great Ness and Little Ness. 

Applicants GC Davies & Co, from the Red House Farm in 
Little Ness, say the development will cause ‘no social 
impact’ because its structure is similar in form and function 
to other poultry farms of the same scale across Shropshire. 

A statement for the applicants says the poultry units will 
have three sheds measuring 114.58m by 24.384m which 
would provide housing for a maximum of 148,296 chickens. 

It says: “The size and scale of the buildings, the way the 
site has been laid out and the nature of the proposed land¬ 
scaping have been incorporated into the eventual scheme in 
order to address the relevant planning policies, the impact 
of vehicle movements and the visual impact of the buildings. 

“The appearance of the structures will be typical of mod¬ 
ern poultry buildings and therefore the development is 
appropriate within the context of the rural landscape.” 

The site proposed is north of Little Ness next to a farm¬ 
yard surrounded by agricultural land. Access is planned to 
go via an unclassified road which connects to the A5. 

Last year plans for five poultry units housing almost 
250,000 chickens in the same area were thrown out by a 
Government inspector. 

Gyllian Grindey, from the Planning Inspectorate, was 
called in to make a decision at an appeal about the plans 
after they had been rejected by Shropshire Council. Ms 
Grindey rejected the appeal citing a number of objections, 
including concerns about increased traffic, the impact on 
residents and the impact on the countryside. 


thing from acting and art to 
Zumba exercise classes. 

Councillor Peter Richard¬ 
son said: “There was over¬ 
whelming support from the 
community to keep it within 
the community.” 

Residents heard they 
could buy the building under 
the Community Right to 
Buy/Challenge scheme 
which allows communities 
to register sites as an asset of 
community value. If 
accepted, communities or a 
community group has six 
weeks, which may be 
extended to six months, to 
develop a business case and 
raise funds to purchase the 
land and buy it from the 
council. 

Cost 

But Councillor Richard¬ 
son said it could cost up to 
£500,000 for the village to 
buy the building. 

“Parish councillors are 
very keen for it to be 
retained as a community 
asset,” he said. “The com¬ 
munity will get first refusal 
to try and acquire it. It is an 
option we will be consider¬ 
ing. 

“But if I am being honest I 
don’t think we would be able 
to raise the amount but we 
will be going through the 
motions. It is early days 
yet.” 

No decision has been 
taken at this stage regarding 
the future of the land and 
property when it ceases as a 
school in August 2012. 
Shropshire Council will con¬ 
sider options for the site tak¬ 
ing in account information 
set out in the parish place 
plan and the views of the 
community.

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Footpath decision is blow 
to plan for town cycle route 


A CYCLEWAY stretching across Oswestry will suffer from a vital miss¬ 
ing link connecting hundreds of homes with the town. 

Shropshire Council is hoping to create a path for cyclists and walkers alongside the route 
of the Cambrian Railway, currently being restored through Oswestry. 

But it has now revealed that the joining of a network of footpaths and cycle ways will not 
go ahead as first planned. 

The Shropshire Sustainable Transport Project had been looking at a path from Coney 
Green to Queen Elizabeth Drive in eastern Oswestry along the foot of Shelf Bank, skirting 

the new health centre.

Fears village 
will be suburb 

A HOUSING development proposed for the 
edge of Oswestry could see a neighbouring 
village become just a suburb of the town. 

Shropshire Council’s blueprint for future 
housing development, the SamDev plan, 
could include a 2.3 hectare site earmarked 
for up to 70 new homes. 

Although the draft plan is still up for con¬ 
sultation the possible inclusion of Cottams 
field between Oswestry and Morda has led 
to fears from residents in both the town and 
village. Councillor Paul Milner told 
Oswestry Town Council he had been con¬ 
tacted by a resident of the Castle Ward. 

“The field has been the natural boundary 
between Oswestry and Morda which would 
be lost, leaving Morda as just a suburb,” he 
said. “We should ask Shropshire Council to 
think again before destroying a beautiful 
green area in favour of a housing estate.” 

Town councillors agreed not to make any 
observations about the SamDev proposals 
until after a seminar on the subject. 


But a meeting in the Guildhall was told 
that difficulties had risen with the route and 
instead a pathway over the top of Shelf 
Bank hill will be improved to provide the 
link. 

Mr Tim Rutherford from Vel-os Cycling, a 
new group launched in Oswestry to promote 
cycling for fun, said it was a real disappoint¬ 
ment. 

Emerging 

“The cycleway is good news for Oswestry. 
It will hopefully run from Coney Green, 
crossing Middleton Road then going under 
the Shrewsbury Road and emerging on the 
Maesbury Road.” 

“But it is a great shame that the vital link 
from Coney Green to Queen Elizabeth 
Drive is not going ahead - at least at the 
moment,” he said. 

“There are apparently difficulties with 
the route. Shropshire Council is now look¬ 
ing to put a footpath over Shelf Bank, which 
will involve some steps. While that is wel¬ 
come it will not provide a link for cyclists 
and those with pushchairs. 

“The alternative routes, along the Whit¬ 
tington and Gobowen road or along Middle- 
ton Road are not good for cyclists.” 

Mr Rutherford said cycling was not sim¬ 
ply a leisure activity and he said the cross 
Oswestry cycleway would help people to get 
into town and to work on the industrial 
estate without a car.

ladders 
for siege 

A 100-strong army of re¬ 
enactors is preparing to lay 
siege a castle in Shropshire - 
but first needs to borrow a 
set of ladders. 

The bizarre request comes 
from the Historia Norman- 
nis historical re-enactors 
group which will be at Whit¬ 
tington Castle, near 
Oswestry, next month for a 
weekend of historical fun 
and battles. 

The group is made up of 
students from Lampeter and 
Aberystwyth universities 
who enjoy re-enacting the 
lives of people who lived in 
the 12th century including, 
combat, archery and craft. 

More than a 100 be in 
Whittington for the event 
from May 5 to 7. 

But castle manager Sue 
Ellis said although the group 
had most of its equipment, 
such as tents, clothing and 
fake rocks to fire at the cas¬ 
tle walls, it needed a couple 
of wooden ladders. 

She said: “The problem is 
that not many people have 
wooden ladders, everyone 
has aluminium ladders 
these days. It would look odd 
to have aluminium ladders 
propped up against the cas¬ 
tle during a historic siege. 

“We are hoping anyone 
who has wooden ladders will 
lend them to us.” 

The group is also looking 
for camping space in back 
gardens.

not known, councillors admit 


THE exact site of one of Oswestry’s most important battlefields - 
which gave its name to the town - is not known, town councillors have 
admitted. 

Objectors to plans for a new car park at a school in Oswestry say it would cover a field 
known as the site of the famous battle between King Oswald and King Penda in 642 AD 
when Oswald was killed. 

But town councillors said there were no records that proved that the Maesyllan playing 
fields were the site of the battleground.

Anger as bus 
no longer free 

A PENSIONER from a rural village in 
Shropshire fears she may be left stranded 
when a charity bus service introduces fares. 

Jane Jones, 81, from Pentre, uses the 
Dial-a-Ride into Oswestry every a week so 
she can do her shopping, using her bus pass. 

Now she has received a letter saying she 
will have to pay £10 each return journey. 

She said: “I have been using the service 
for about seven years. Now they want us to 
pay £10 a week, £5 each way. It was quite a 
shock. We are stuck if we can’t drive. It is 
ridiculous. We live in a rural area.” 

Tonia Parry, for Oswestry’s Dial-a-Ride, 
said the route was no longer sustainable 
because of rising costs. 

She said: “We are well aware of the diffi¬ 
culty this will cause to people.” 

Shropshire Councillor Simon Jones said 
there was a Shropshire Link service on 
Thursdays and Saturdays from Pentre to 
Oswestry which was free for people with a 
bus pass. To book call 0345 678 9068. 


Councillor Martin Bennett told the town 
council’s planning and development com¬ 
mittee on Monday night: “Neither the coun¬ 
cil’s archives nor myself go back long enough 
to know exactly where the battlefield was.” 

Oswestry School wants to build an over¬ 
spill car park next to its Upper Brook Street 
site on playing fields it owns and maintains. 

School bosses say the car park would ease 
traffic congestion in the area. But objectors 
fear the new car park would lead to the loss 
of part of Maesyllan playing field, and say 
the area was the site of a famous battle 
involving King Oswald. 

Objector Jean Danby said in a letter : “For 
generations this ground has been respected 
because of the strong local tradition, 

attested to by a number of both antiquar¬ 
ian and modern historians, that Maesyllan 
was the battle ground of Kings 
Oswald and Penda in 642AD, a fatal place 
for Oswald and a pivotal point in British his¬ 
tory. “To build a car park here would disre¬ 
spect this tradition and take away from the 
great potential that Maesyllan has, as the 
most probable site of an ancient anglo-saxon 
battle ground, to attract visitors to 
Oswestry.” 

But town councillors said they had 
already considered the planning application 
acknowledging the potential benefits. 

The final decision on whether Oswestry 
School can built the car park on the playing 
fields will be made by Shropshire Council.

50,000 visitors head to 
tourist centre each year

WHEN Oswestry’s Tourist Infor¬ 
mation Centre opened its doors 
in 1977 it was hoped that perhaps 
10,000 people would visit in a 
year. 

Now, 25 years old, the centre reg¬ 
ularly has 50,000 visitors a year 
and one year even doubled that 
number with more than 100,000 
through the doors. 

It has also won awards, including one, 
strangely, for being ‘the best in Wales’ 
although it sits in Shropshire. 

Now the Mile End Tourist Information 
Centre on the edge of Oswestry is planning 
to celebrate its own silver jubilee, 25 years 
of helping tourist and Shropshire people 
make the most of the area, with a special 
open day. 

Centre Manager Honour Whitmore said 
the centre on the Mile End roundabout, 
opened its doors with a complement of four 
staff, of which three stalwarts still remain 
and indication of how enjoyable the job of a 
centre officer can be. 

They not only deal with enquiries from 
members of the public who walk through 
the doors, but also those who ring the TIC 
and also those who email. 

Those people can be from all over Shrop¬ 
shire, Britain and in fact from across the 
globe. 

“It was anticipated that the centre would 
welcome about 10,000 visitors per annum, 
but within the first year it was realised that 
this figure was a gross underestimation,” 
she said. 

“The centre regularly receives over 
50,000 visitors per year, and in the year that 
the by pass opened around Shrewsbury 
there were 102,000 visitors.” 

One of the reasons it is so busy it that the 
centre sits at the convergence of two of the 
busiest A-roads in Shropshire, the A5 and

the A483. Over the years the centre has 
won several trophies from both English 
and Welsh tourism bodies, amongst them, 
best large centre in Wales, best large cen¬ 
tre in the Heart of England and most 
recently a bronze award in the Heart of 
England regional finals. 

To celebrate their 25th year the centre 
staff are holding a drop-in day on May 1 
between 10am and 4pm for everyone who 
has helped and encouraged them through¬ 
out the years. 

Mrs Whitmore said she hoped the centre 
helped people discover the Oswestry and 
border area. 

Many visitors called in on their way to 
and from Wales, but ended up taking away 
leaflets and information about Oswestry 
and the surrounding countryside. She said 
the TIC was still trying to encourage more 
local people to call in and use its facilities. 


“The centre has a dual purpose,” she 
said. 

“The first is to support local people by 
advertising their events, promoting their 
tourism businesses and to provide them 
with all the information they need for their 
British holidays. 

“Secondly, but equally important, it is to 
inform the visitor of all things locally avail¬ 
able for their needs and enjoyment. Maps, 
books and tickets are sold, brochures and 
leaflets handed out and directions are 
given to help everyone on their way,” Mrs 
Whitmore said. 

In the early days before computerisation 
the centre ran a very efficient and highly 
popular accommodation booking service 
for the area and advanced booking to the 
rest of the country for local residents. 

“This is service is still available but is 
now mostly used by visitors from abroad

and those without a computer,” Mrs Whit¬ 
more said. “However if local people are 
looking for somewhere to stay in another 
part of Britain, we can certainly help them 
to find accommodation.” 

The Mile End TIC also houses a craft 
area and visitors can always local crafts, 
something to buy as a souvenir of their 
visit to the Oswestry office. 

“It is an important aspect of the centre, 
the provision of a showcase for everything 
local, pottery, painting, wood turning, 
writers, events, clubs and societies. 

“The centre’s aim has always been to 
exceed customer expectation and when a 
customer writes such comments as 
‘extremely helpful, very knowledgeable 
about the area’ or ‘what a great place’ we 
feel that we have achieved success.”

CAN I BE HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR DECEASED BENEFACTOR’S UNDERPAID TAX? 

Q: Two years ago I and another beneficiary who was also Executor, inherited equal shares of an uncle’s estate. After gaining probate the Executor, 
who lived in the US, sadly died. I later received a demand from HMRC for several hundred pounds, an equal portion of monies purportedly owed to 
them by my uncle for underpaid income tax. I informed them of the other beneficiary’s passing and now they say I am liable for what is owed in full. 
Gan this be right? 

A: An Executor has a duty to pay all creditors out of the estate prior to applying for probate and distributing the assets. It would appear from what 
you say that the income tax was owed to HMRC at the time of your uncle’s death but took two years to be collected. This being the case the Executor 
would not have known about it when he applied for probate. 

Had the Executor still been living in the UK when he died it is likely that HMRC would have gone to the beneficiaries of his estate for payment of half 
your uncle’s tax debt. You could request that HMRC try to locate your uncle’s beneficiaries but if they are living in another country it is unlikely that 
they will move to do so. 

In the first instance you should write to HMRC and request details of the unpaid tax to ascertain exactly why and when the underpayment 
occurred. As the amount due is hundreds rather than thousands they may agree to cancel the debt, but if you are forced to pay you should request 
confirmation from them in writing that this will be a full and final settlement and they will make no further demands in respect of monies owed by 
your uncle’s estate. You would also be wise to seek legal advice before approaching HMRC.

Why not spend HS2 
cash on water grid? 

RECENTLY there has been discussion regarding the pro¬ 
posed high speed rail link from London (HS2) and the con¬ 
tinuing lack of water. It makes sense for the HS2 scheme to 
be shunted into a siding for the foreseeable future. 

The estimated cost is, I think, in the region of £20 billion 
and it is almost certainly likely to rise. The upgrade of the 
West Coast Main Line from London to Glasgow about 10 
years ago was forecast to cost no more than £ 2 billion. 

The final figure was, if I remember correctly, in the region 
of £8 billion and the line was restricted to 125mph instead 
of the anticipated 140mph. 

It makes sense for the money set aside for HS2 to be used 
to implement a national water grid to enable water from 
areas with a surplus to be transferred to areas of shortage.

Clad in a grey suit, he 
squared up to the beefy 
baddy, who grabbed the 
shocked-looking 46-year-old 
by the scruff of the neck 
before hurling him into the 
ring. 

The politician, who 
became MP for Montgomer- 
shire in 1997, then crawled 
away on all fours before 
being cornered by the 
wrestler as the crowd 
cheered on. 

After being ‘saved’ by 
good-guy wrestler Iestyn 
Rees, Opik exchanged 
insults with his tormentor 
before challenging him to a 
tag-team match in June. 

Later in the show, Opik 
was seen to get revenge 
when he dragged Callous 
over the top rope on to the 
floor.

MONTGOMERY MP Glyn Davies 
is calling for action to be taken 
over Welshpool’s controversial 
one-way system. 

Mr Davies is to meet a committee of 
Powys County councillors to discuss con¬ 
cerns about the new system after receiving 
complaints from a huge number of resi¬ 
dents and businesses 

Commenting on the one-way system 
after more problems over the Easter week¬ 
end, he said: “There can no longer be any 
doubt that residents and businesses of 
Welshpool are deeply unhappy with the 
system. It works fine when there is not 
much traffic, but fails abysmally when cars 
and lorries come along. 

Chaos 

“Intense pressure has persuaded the 
Welsh Government to move forward with a 
bypass for Newtown and we need the same 
sort of pressure to sort out the problems at 
Welshpool 

“And it’s not just Welshpool itself that 
loses out. It’s the whole of central Wales 
west of Welshpool. 

“Tourists to Mid Wales have been frus¬ 
trated by the traffic chaos at Newtown and 
have opted to use A458 to Dolgellau, avoid¬ 
ing Newtown altogether. Now the alterna¬ 
tive route through Welshpool has been 
messed up as well. 

“Tourists to Mid Wales must wonder 
what they’ve done to deserve such miser¬ 
able treatment. 

“I assume that Powys Council has 
decided to take a genuine look at alterna¬ 
tives. What residents and business are 
telling me they want is for the one-way sys¬ 
tem to be scrapped and for both Broad 
Street and Brook Street be made two-way 
again.”

Charity's 
claim on 
child sex 
assaults 

CHILDREN living in the 
Dyfed-Powys Police force 
area are more likely to be the 
victims of sex attacks than 
those living in the rest of 
Wales, it has been claimed. 

But the force said today 
that it ‘prides itself’ on 
investigating every crime 
which was brought to its 
attention. 

The NSPCC revealed last 
week that the police force 
had the highest number of 
incidents per 1,000 people in 
2010/11 compared with 
Wales’s three other policing 
areas, South Wales, North 
Wales and Gwent Police. 

There were 270 reported 
sex attacks in the force area 
and, given its population of 
488,000, this works out at 
more than one attack per 
2,000 people. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has 
defended its record. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Andrew Williams said: 
“Dyfed-Powys Police prides 
itself on recording and 
investigating every crime 
brought to our attention.” 

He added: “Just last year 
we were successful in inves¬ 
tigating and prosecuting a 
paedophile ring operating in 
Kidwelly after one of the vic¬ 
tims came forward to us 
with information.” 

Jon Brown, head of the 
NSPCC’s sexual abuse pro¬ 
gramme, said: “When more 
than 60 children are being 
sexually abused every day, 
something is very wrong. ”

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Hospital 
falls spark 
concerns 
for trust 

THE NUMBER of patients 
suffering falls at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital is still 
causing a headache for med¬ 
ical staff - and part of the 
reason is that stubborn 
patients are refusing to fol¬ 
low doctor’s advice. 

The hospital’s trust board 
was told in January that an 
action plan had been put in 
place to help to prevent 
patient falls. 

But members of the board 
were told at their latest 
meeting that the patient 
falls rate was still above tar¬ 
get levels. 

The meeting heard that 
there were 13 falls last 
month. 

Two patients fell due to 
not following the medical 
advice provided to them. 

A report said that the 13 
falls meant the percentage 
of falls had increased 
slightly in February to 1.73 
per cent of inpatient activity 
from 1.36 per cent in Janu¬ 
ary against a target ceiling of 
1.6 per cent. 

Medical director Profes¬ 
sor Iain McCall said: “Falls 
are a little worrying. They 
are up against our target. 

“I am very disappointed 
considering we have put a lot 
of effort into this area. 

“A lot of the falls tend to 
happen in the toilet and 
bathroom area and some of 
the time are down to the fact 
that patients don’t call for 
assistance.”

Council stalwart is to retire 
after serving for 60 years

WHEN Harry Hughes first took over as parish council clerk in Llansilin 
one of his roles was to pay the ‘Tilley Man’ - employed to light the oil 
lamps in the village every evening. 

Sixty years on and with electric street lamps now lighting the village near Oswestry, Mr 
Hughes is still the local council’s clerk. 

He has seen a wealth of changes over the past six decades, not least finding the village in 
three different counties because of boundary changes. Now Mr Hughes, who recently 
moved with his wife Marian to Oswestry, has announced he will stand down in August and 

hand the reins over to a new clerk. 

Llansilin Community Council as it is 
called today was still a parish council when 
the tenant farmer was appointed clerk in 
April 1952 at the age of 26. 

Mr Hughes said: “At the time the parish 
council was responsible for street lighting, 
which, with no electricity was in the form of 
Tilley lamps. We had a gentleman paid to go 
round and light the lamps and dusk and 
extinguish them again at 9pm every night.” 

Lighting 

“Electricity came to Llansilin in 1961 and 
I remember, when deciding where street 
lighting should be placed, we voted for them 
outside chapels, the memorial hall and the 
school and it was then suggested there 
should be one outside the pub. One council¬ 
lor was outraged saying ‘we cant put a light 
outside a place like that’.” 

Mr Hughes’ interest in the council led 
him to stand for and serve on Ceiriog Dis¬ 
trict Council from 1959 until 1974 and 
Glyndwr District Council from 1074 until 
1995 serving as chairman on both authori¬ 
ties.He became a Powys County Councillor 
in 1995 retiring in 2008 after 49 years as a 
councillor. 

His best memory was his trip to Bucking¬ 
ham Palace in 2009 to be awarded his MBE 
by Princess Anne.

£500,000

She said: “We understand 
it happens in the Merseyside 
area where poles are deliber¬ 
ately set alight so the thieves 
can get to the copper metal 
and strip it away. 

“It is a huge concern that 
anybody is setting fire to 
electrical equipment to get 
at its metal. They could have 
caused serious injury. 

“The concern is passer- 
bys might see the fire and 
thinking they are helping 
put water over the fire.

Historic papers discovered 
in locked safe at village hall

DOCUMENTS which have not 
seen the light of day for more than 
30 years have been discovered in 
a safe in Ruyton-XI-Towns which 
had been locked up since the 
1970s. 


Members of Ruyton-XI-Towns parish 
council have uncovered the documents, 
believed to date back to the 19th century, 
after deciding to get a professional lock¬ 
smith in to open a mysterious safe which had 
for years been gathering dust in the village 

The keys were lost some time ago and the 
papers give an insight into the village in the 
late 19th and early 20th century. 

A meeting was held on Monday at the vil¬ 
lage hall for councillors and volunteers to 
help look through the papers and record 
them before they are handed over to Shrop¬ 
shire Archives. 

Archivist 


Members of the public will get the chance 
to see the items on display on July 14. 

Dorothy Needham, parish council 
archivist, said: “We found them in the old 
safe in the village hall. 

“A number of people looked after the safe 
keys but eventually the keys were lost. We 
had a search but none of the keys found fit¬ 
ted. 

“When it was opened, we identified the 
earliest paper in there was from 1822, which 
was property frontage lengths for highway 
repairs rates. 

“People thought everything would have 
rotted away because the safe is almost at 
ground level. We thought it would be damp. ” 

Mrs Needham said she thought the safe

may have not been opened since 1977. There 
were nearly 30 documents found in the safe, 
which included title deeds to a number of 
the properties in the village. 

There were also records which dated back 
to 1822 which include a list of the property 
frontage lengths for highway repairs rates. 

Documents in the safe also included min¬ 
utes from the parish council in 1894 - when 
parish councils were first formed - and 
records of the collection of rates in the 1880s 
and 1890s. 

Mrs Needham said: “The ratebooks which 
used to record the money collected by the 
local overseers contain very interesting

information relating to parish householders 
and local property. 

“There were also lists of properties, books 
with people signing up to be officers of the 
council. There are also two books about the 
George V celebrations and years of parish 
council minutes.” 

Mrs Needham said there were at least 14 
boxes of documents to look through and she 
had already looked into about four boxes 
full. 

“At the moment some of the Parish Plan 
Steering Committee have got some of the 
papers, it is going to be quite a big job,” she 
said.

Mrs Needham said: “We plan to place the 
records with the Shropshire Archives after 
we have made a display for the public in the 
village hall on July 14.” 

The village decided to open the safe after 
Shropshire Archives sent the parish coun¬ 
cil’s archivists an inventory of items 
believed to be in it. 

They are still looking through all the doc¬ 
uments to see if everything is there. 

Shropshire Archives holds more than five 
and a half miles of material relating to 
Shropshire’s past and present. 

They are held at a premises in Castle 
Gates, in Shrewsbury.

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THE MAN who launched a frozen food empire in Leg Street, Oswestry 
back in 1970 is coming back to town to support the Oswestry & Bor¬ 
der Chronicle. 

Malcolm Walker, who recently completed a £1.45 billion takeover of the Iceland company, 
will be guest speaker at the Lion Quays Resort on April 26 for the Chronicle’s Business 
Awards. 

Mr Walker became chairman and chief executive of Iceland as head of a management 
buyout for the frozen food firm from Ice- h l,.. D 

landic bank liquidators. I by Graham Breeze 

Mr Walker was born in Yorkshire in 1946 ®- 


and his first venture was as a dance pro¬ 
moter while he was still at grammar school. 

Leaving without conspicuous academic 
qualifications, he immediately identified 
retailing as the way to make his fortune, 
and began work as a trainee manager at 
Woolworths. 

Iceland was founded as a sideline in 1970 
with a single small shop in Oswestry selling 
loose frozen food. 

Mr Walker has only ever had three paid 
jobs, and so far he’s been fired from two of 
them. 

Discovery of his extracurricular interest 
in frozen food prompted his dismissal by 
Woolworths in 1971, but luckily this pro¬ 
vided the catalyst for a rapid expansion of 
Iceland into a national chain which by 2000 
had £2 billion of sales, 22,000 employees 
and over 700 shops. 

Mr Walker was chairman and chief exec¬ 
utive through 30 years of continuous sales 
growth, in all but one of which the company 
also increased its profits. 

Following the acquisition of the Booker 
cash and carry business in April 2000, Ice¬ 
land became a food group with sales of £5.5 
billion. 

He was fired for the second time in his life 


in January 2001, and responded by founding 
his second new frozen food retail business, 
Cooltrader. Meanwhile Iceland, renamed 
The Big Food Group, floundered under its 
new management. 

The Big Food Group was rescued from 
severe financial difficulties by a takeover in 
February 2005, when he returned to Iceland 
as chief executive officer and a member of 
the consortium that took the company pri¬ 
vate. 

Last month Mr Walker again became 
chairman and chief executive of Iceland 
after leading a successful £1.45 billion man¬ 
agement buyout with the support of three 
new equity investors. 

He is proud of Iceland’s exceptional 
record of raising more than £8.5 million for 
good causes over the last 25 years, including 
£3 million for the Alder Hey Children’s Hos¬ 
pital Imagine Appeal and £1.5 million for 
Help for Heroes, the company’s Charity of 
the Year for 2010. 

In spring 2011 along with his son Richard 
he climbed 23,000ft to the North Col of 
Everest as part of the Iceland Everest Expe¬ 
dition to begin the fundraising campaign for 
the company’s current charity of the year, 
Alzheimer’s Research UK (ARUK).

Save the Sparrow is the main focus this 
year of the care homes’ annual Wildlife 
Week next month.

home said: “Everyone enjoys seeing a 
cheeky sparrow in gardens, but this much 
loved British bird needs our help. 

“So we’re asking everyone to join the 
campaign, either by offering a helping 
hand to our green-fingered residents or by 
making their own gardens more bird- 
friendly.” 

Although house sparrows are still seen 
in many gardens, their numbers have 
dropped by 55 per cent since the RSPB Big 
Garden Birdwatch survey began in 1979 
and sparrows now have the highest conser¬ 
vation status. 

The care homes are growing wildlife seed 
patches and placing nesting boxes in 
grounds and gardens.

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Land worth 
thousands 
goes up 
for sale 


TWO pieces of land worth 
thousands of pounds per 
acre near Oswestry have 
been put up for sale. 

Land on The Avenue, in 
Knockin Heath, has been 
put on the market with a 
price tag of about £7,800 per 
acre and another parcel of 
land at Argoed, near the vil¬ 
lage of Kinnerley, is up for 
£6,750 per acre. 

The sale is being handled 
by Shrewsbury agent Berrys 
which said last year it sold a 
piece of land in the county at 
£9,000 per acre. 

The company said land in 
the county was valuable 
because it did not go on the 
market often because own¬ 
ership was often lifelong. 
But added land seemed to be 
at a premium at the 
moment. 

Oliver Cartwright, for the 
NFU, said arable land was 
selling at £5,700 an acre last 
year with better quality land 
apparently selling at £6,500 
or more per acre. 

The land available at The 
Avenue in Knockin Heath is 
47.94 acres with a total 
guide price of £375,000. The 
land at Argoed, known as 
Top Quabs, has a guide price 
of £65,000 and is 9.59 acres. 

Chris Jones, of Berrys, 
said: “There is a shortage of 
quality land on the market 
in the area and following the 
record prices achieved for 
arable land last year we are 
expecting a good level of 
interest in these parcels.” 


Something in the water helps 
Ratty in the fight for survival 


US naturalists here in Shropshire are 
truly fortunate to find ourselves not 
just amongst the nature reserves, 
rolling hills, forested glades and open 
fields but also amongst the winding 
bends and meandering currents of the 
Severn. Add to that the profusion of 
lakes, meres and farm ponds, and you 
start to realise just how much water 
there is around. 

Some of that is in short supply at the moment, 
true. But there are some waterways that we can 
control; our canals. The Shropshire Union is one of 
the most famous in all the country and it’s not just 
the water and boats that make it so. There are 
water voles here. 

Water voles prefer the quiet stillness of a disused 
and undisturbed water way and certainly anything 
but ‘simply messing around in boats’. But this too 
is exactly what we can provide. In the north of the 
county lies Prees Branch Canal (an arm of the 
Shropshire Union), a lovely profusion of water, 
voles, undergrowth and weeds, both aquatic and 
terrestrial. But as we all know, we are lucky to have 
these charming little creatures here at all, for they 
have suffered greatly at the hands and claws of 
man and beast. 

The destruction and fragmentation of wetland 
habitats throughout the UK has isolated popula¬ 
tions of water vole so that they are extremely vul¬ 
nerable to what we call ‘chance extinction events’, 
ie anything that happens to the detriment of that 
environment - it could be an invasive species, 
could be a flash flood, could be a drought, could be 
a very harsh winter, could be a new housing project 
- all these could wipe out a population of water 
voles very quickly. 

Of course water voles are used to the water, so as 
long as they are not rearing young, they can sur¬ 
vive a flash flood, but a flood does not just wash out 
their burrows, it keeps them out and it therefore 
means that the voles become very vulnerable to

predators while their homes remain saturated and 
their feeding places underwater. Cats, dogs, and the 
ubiquitous mink, not to mention the already numer¬ 
ous foxes, herons, otters, hawks, owls and pike mean 
that things aren’t exactly stacked in the favour of 
Ratty. It’s become somewhat of a cliche in recent 
times; when one mentions water voles, they also 


mention mink. I won’t go over it 
again here, but what can be done? 
The answer for water vole popula¬ 
tions in the South has been otters. 

Otters are natural predators of 
water voles, but the reason the mink 
is so successful, is that he cannot just 
hunt doggedly and persistently, but 
can follow the voles down their bur¬ 
rows. An otter cannot. 

You’ll be pleased to know that we 
here in the west of the UK are lead¬ 
ing the way in both rising otter pop¬ 
ulations and mink declines. Mink 
continue to increase in parts of Eng¬ 
land but it is clear that if otters were 
introduced, or should I say re-intro¬ 


duced, to those areas in sufficient 
numbers, mink would decrease. 

About 10 years ago The Otter 
Trust released 17 otters into the 
upper Thames, where there was an 
established population of mink but 
virtually no otters. Mink declined 
sharply in the region after the otters 
were released, while a neighbouring 
population of mink, free from otter 
competition, appeared to remain sta¬ 
ble. When push comes to shove, 
otters always come out on top.

Fitness teacher Lorna helps 
town's older folk keep pace 


MANY people in Oswestry know her as the pastor’s wife but Lorna 
Sykes is also a fitness instructor who has set up classes to help peo¬ 
ple improve mobility. 

The 56-year-old moved to Oswestry five years ago when her husband, Ken, moved to the 
town to become pastor of the Cornerstone Baptist Church, on the corner of Roft Street and 
Lower Brook Street. The Sykes family used to live in Barnstable, Devon, where for 10 years 
Lorna ran a preschool which she had founded. 

But her husband heard God calling him to relocate to Shropshire and so she stuck by him 
and they moved their lives across the coun¬ 
try ready for a fresh start. 

“When we came here I had to leave my 
work at the pre-school behind,” she said. 

“God was giving me something new to do. 

“I looked after my mother-in-law for two 
years. After she died an opportunity came 
for me to train to teach Extend exercise 
classes.” 

The classes are designed for people aged 
60 years old and upwards, and those with 
mobility problems, and involves gentle exer¬ 
cise to music. 

She trained to teach Extend classes in 
2009 and more recently has trained as a 
teacher for the new fitness craze Zumba. 

She hopes to start more Zumba Gold 
classes for the older generation in Oswestry 
soon. Teaching fitness classes is something 
she never thought she would end up doing. 

“It is completely different,” she said. “I 
have never done anything like it before. It 
wasn’t a great, life-long ambition. 

“As a teenager I used to love going to dis¬ 
cos and I love to dance so taking the classes 
does bring back those memories. It is some¬ 
thing I enjoy very much. 

“People enjoy coming along and the older 
ladies particularly enjoy Extend classes.” 

She said ladies in their 70s and 80s found 
the classes helpful for their mobility. 

“It keeps their joints moving and loosens 
them up. It improves their balance and helps 
them keep their independence,” said Lorna.

Lorna has four children who are now all 
grown up and live in different places across 
the globe including the Gambia and Belfast. 
But she is still surrounded by youngsters 
because she hosts the church’s youth group 
called Youth Thingy. 

On alternate Sundays about 10 people 
aged between 11 and 18 years old come to 
have fun in her front room. 

She said: “It is like having family around. 

“We all have fun together, play games, eat 
food and study the bible.” 

She also helps to run a club for the elderly 
at her church providing them with activities 
including table tennis and skittles and a cof¬ 
fee and craft group on Monday mornings. 

“I feel a bit like a mother to the church,” 
she said. “Being a Pastor’s wife means being 
available for people,” she added. 

Lorna holds her Extend/Zumba Gold 
classes and Young Extenders on Tuesdays 
from 7.30pm and Flexible Friends (for the 
over 60s) on Wednesday from 10.30am; both 
at Cornerstone Baptist Church. 


Expert is 
backing 
campaign 
by charity 

A PARTNER from a Shrop¬ 
shire law firm has pledged 
his support for Age Cymru’s 
Rule Out Abuse campaign. 

John Marshall, from GHP 
Legal, is urging other people 
to add their signature to the 
campaign which is pushing 
to introduce a law that will 
protect adults from abuse. 

In particular Mr Marshall 
is concerned about the grow¬ 
ing number of financial 
abuse cases that have been 
reported. 

“Many elderly people have 
to rely on someone else to 
take control of their finan¬ 
cial affairs,” says Mr Mar¬ 
shall. “Often this is a 
relative, someone who helps 
care for them or a trusted 
friend. And often it is an 
informal arrangement that 
just happens out of need at 
the time,” he said. 

“But the reality is that 
unless such an arrangement 
is formally set up it could 
leave the elderly person in a 
vulnerable situation and 
open to financial abuse. 

“Misappropriation of an 
elderly person’s finances can 
however be potentially 
avoided if they create a Last¬ 
ing Power of Attorney which 
allows them to appoint an 
individual to handle their 
financial affairs in the even¬ 
tuality that they may not be 
able to do so for themselves, 
either through mental inca¬ 
pacity or physical impair¬ 
ment,” he added.)

Love at first sight for 
Nissan's fun model 




It’s not often that a motoring 
journalist goes out and buys a 
car he has just tested but that’s 
just what a colleague did after 
we first drove the new Nissan 
Juke together. 

We both raved about the ‘funky’ newcomer 
when it was revealed to the UK public so I 
had been looking forward to taking another 
look, with more time to put the new Nissan to 
the test. 

Sometimes a car just wins you over on sight 
and the Juke falls into that bracket for me. It is 
a strikingly styled supermini crossover that 
does everything you would expect and is well 
equipped and priced. 

The downside is the vehicle is not as practical 
as it could be. You get no more than a couple of 
kids in the restricted 
rear seat space 
and the boot

smaller than I first thought - failing 
the golf-club test. 

On test was the 1.5DCi Acenta Premium five- 
door and straight away I have to tell you I prefer 
the 1.6 petrol, particularly in turbo format - 
though there is absolutely nothing wrong with 
the diesel, just a matter of personal choice. 

What the Juke does best is set the standard 
for blending a supermini with an SUV and the 
ride is fun. The price you pay for enjoying your¬ 
self so much is a hard ride, though you 
would never describe the 
Juke ride as uncomfort¬ 
able. 

The diesel has 
enough power 
to be a bit of 


Sports car on top, with an SUV’s chunky 
wheels and higher ground clearance 


a problem in wet conditions and there’s a 
real need for care when cornering or setting 
off at speed. 

The Juke looks well priced and you would 
only expect to pay top whack for the range top¬ 
ping models where four-wheel drive and auto¬ 
matic gearboxes will send you to a new level. 

Remote central locking with an anti-hijack 
feature is standard on every Juke, as is a long 
list of safety equipment, including ESP, six 
airbags and anti-lock brakes with EBD and 
Brake Assist. 

The entry-level Visia trim has alloy wheels, 
air-conditioning and electric windows while the 
Acenta on test got climate control, Bluetooth, 
and an iPod connection. 

Nissan’s Dynamic Control System lets you 
alter the steering and accelerator settings to be 
sporty or eco-friendly. Top Tekna models get 
leather trim, satnav, a reversing camera and a 
keyless system, but they’re rather expensive. 

Outwardly the lower portion of Juke is pure 
SUV, with chunky wheels, wide tyres, extended 
ground clearance and a robust stance. But the 
top portion is unadulterated sports car, with a 
high curvature windscreen, slim visor-like side 
glass graphics and the falling roof-line of a 
coupe. That effect is further underlined by 
rear doors which have handles hidden in 
the frame. 

Inside, there’s a further mixture of 
panache and practicality. There’s 
plenty of space up front and the 
driver-focused cabin is dominated 
by a centre console design inspired 
by the fuel tank of a superbike. 
Finished in a distinctive high 
gloss colour, the ‘bike’ console adds 
the sense of fun to the car. 

Juke is blazing a trail through a pre¬ 
viously conservative sector, stamping its 
authority on the European market. In its 
first full year of production, it exceeded all 




expectations to sell nearly 22,000 units in the 
UK and over 132,000 units across Europe, a 
number that is expected to be beaten in 2012. 

The HOPS 1.5-litre dCi common rail diesel 
has 240Nm of torque, 57.6mpg combined and 
C02 tumbling of 129g/km. 

The new C02 figure for the diesel allows it to 
retain its PURE DRIVE badge. Initially the 
badge was placed on all Nissan vehicles that 
produced emissions of 140g/km or lower, but to 
show this is a continuing programme, that tar¬ 
get has been lowered to 130g/km and will be 
reduced further, to 120g/km, in 2013/14. 

So does the Juke have a future? You bet it 
does. Nissan is powering ahead with production 
and is right on track to break more sales records 
this year. By the way, my colleague and his wife 
love their new purchase.

With the ever increasing

The promised improvement in public 
transport seems even now to be a pipe 
dream unless you live in the capital.

For most of us a car is an absolute 
necessity and to suggest that the 
majority of travel is frivolous is 
frankly insulting and shows how out 
of touch they are with the real world.

In answer to this many car manu¬ 
facturers produce what are ostensibly 
cars that are designed to be at their 
best in an urban environment but 
increasingly get pressed in to making 
the longer journeys because they are 
economical. 

The Peugeot 107 is a perfect exam¬ 
ple of this, and living nowhere near a 
large urban environment seemed to 
be completely the wrong car to test. 

However, all is not what it seems 
and after a few days with the 107 
Sportium I found a lot to like. 

Styling 

The 107 is a small car from the out¬ 
side and the styling is one of those 
things you will either love or hate. 

It did not do much for me as it 
seemed to have more than a passing 
resemblance to many other city cars. 

But on the inside things started to 
look a little different. 

The dashboard is laid out in what I 
can only describe as a funky way with 
the central clocks having a little side 
pod which I liked and was very easy to 
read on the move. 

The seats are comfortable and 
remain so even after a long journey 
which is important if you want to 
press the 107 in to motorway work. 

It was also surprisingly spacious 
given its size with a boot space that 
looked tiny but did manage to swallow 
up all of the shopping in one go. 

The engine is a 998cc three- cylin¬ 
der petrol with 68bhp, which doesn’t 
sound like a great deal but don’t let 
this put you off.

The little engine pulled strongly 
and makes a nice noise to boot and 
normal road speeds were maintained 
easily. 

Handling is not something I tend to 
mention with city cars but the 107 was 
definitely fun. 

And given that the fuel consump¬ 
tion was north of 60mpg it does make 
a great little package that made me 
want to drive it a bit more. 

I was surprised by the willing 
nature of the car and I have to say that 
I enjoyed my time with it. 

With motoring costs seemingly set 
to continue soaring the Peugeot 107 
Sportium is well worth a look as an 
everyday car that won’t break the 
bank.

The DBS drips with charisma and scintillating presence 

Aston Martin has 

a superstar for 
the carbon age 


All car manufacturers need 
to balance progress with¬ 
out leaving behind cus¬ 
tomers who love the 
current cars. 

It’s a problem for Aston Martin, a 
firm steeped in history and with an 
image intimately tied to past products: 
the classic DB5/6 is one of the world’s 
most famous cars thanks to a certain 
secret agent. 

But how does that help you sell a 
new car? 

Take in the details of this DBS Car¬ 
bon Edition and Aston Martin has got 
it spot on. It starts with the grille and 
its distinctive shape that echoes those 
50s and 60s icons. 

Sandwiching that is a carbon fibre 
splitter and LED headlights, with 21st 
century written all over them, and the 
choice of diamond-turned alloy wheels, 
carbon fibre door mirrors and rear 
light surrounds. 

Two unique colours - Ceramic Grey 
or Flame Orange, go through a 25-hour 
hand-finishing process. The DBS usu¬ 
ally wears more sober shades but this 
vibrant paint draws out the sensuous 
curves. 

The flip-up door handles are a tri¬ 
umph of style over function; a little 
more awkward than a normal handle, 



but worth it for the looks. Pop the han¬ 
dle and the doors swing out and up. In 
the cabin there’s more carbon fibre 
over the top of the dashboard while the 
lower half is finished in piano black. 
The roof lining is finished in quilted 
leather, so every surface is a visual and 
tactile treat. 

The DBS receives the upgraded 
Garmin satnav system, a big improve¬ 
ment. These enhancements add to the 
sense of occasion and are the perfect 
appetiser to the driving experience. 

The starting routine remains the 
same, slotting the sapphire glass oblong 
key into the centre of the dashboard, 
followed by a rapid whirr and a snarl as 
the magnificent VI2 fires into life. 

Getting going requires a push of the 
D button in a Touchtronic II-equipped 
model, and the fly-off handbrake is a 
lovely nod to older Aston Martins. 

The DBS has Sport suspension mode 
as standard, so starting in default 
makes your ride comfier than you 
might expect. 

It’s no limousine, so you are always 
aware of the road beneath, just as you 
should be. 

In this mode it covers long distances 


with ease and in fine style, although 
you might need to refuel fairly 
regularly. 

Punching the Sport button sharpens 
the throttle response and tightens the 
dampers. A flick of the paddles controls 
the gearbox, and immediately you feel 
the car tighten up. 

Exercising that big V12 is a lesson in 
how a mechanical thing can live and 
breathe. The raw figures say plenty - 
191mph and 0-62mph in 4.3 seconds - 
but it feels faster. 

Carbon ceramic brakes shed the 
speed with consummate ease, allowing 
you to charge up to a bend in complete 
confidence. 

When you ease the DBS into that 
curve, you have the classic front- 
engined, rear-wheel drive set-up to 
inspire assurance. 

But this is a modern car, with two- 
stage ESP to suit the conditions, so it 
grips and communicates as well as you 
would hope. 

It may not be as fast as its younger 
rivals, but it’s for you to decide 
whether that is more important than 
the size of your grin as you exit a bend, 
rear tyres lit up and 6.0-litres of muscle 
roaring away.

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Focus on fuel prices 
shows Ford's in front 



Ford’s new Ecoboost petrol engine makes a Focus hatchback cost less to run than it did four years ago 


Ford is claiming that one version of its latest 
Focus hatchback more than offsets the vast 
increases in fuel prices over the last few 
years, costing less to fuel per mile travelled 
than the equivalent model four years ago. 

Despite a 34 per cent hike in fuel prices since 2008, Ford is 
claiming that its new 1.0-litre, 99bhp Ecoboost petrol engine 
sees motorists paying less out in fuel costs than they did back 
then. 

Using the claimed fuel consumption figures and fuel prices 
from both then and now, Ford compared the old Focus 1.6 


petrol (42.2mpg) with the new version equipped with the 
small-capacity Ecoboost unit (58.8mpg). 

Their calculations showed that even though petrol has 
risen from 104p to 140p per litre, the new one costs 10.8p per 
mile to fuel as opposed to 11.2p per mile. 

“The Ford Focus 1.0-litre EcoBoost engine changes the 
economics of family motoring, delivering exceptional fuel 
economy from a petrol engine,” says Andy Barratt, Ford 
Britain sales director. 

“It’s a time machine which takes you back to the days of 
lower fuel costs, without compromising power or driveabil¬ 
ity.” 



Production improvements at MG’s Birmingham factory mean bonuses for car buyers 

Pollution drops and so 
do costs of new MG6 


Improved production meth¬ 
ods have paid dividends for 
customers of the award-win¬ 
ning MG6 who will get better 
fuel consumption, lower C02 
emissions and pay less road 
tax. 

On-the-road prices of all MG6 GT and 
MG6 Magnette models have been 
reduced thanks to the new systems. 

Many of the production advances 
have been made at MG Motor UK’s fac¬ 
tory in Birmingham where final assem¬ 
bly is carried out. The cars are designed 
and engineered by 300 professionals at 
two centres of excellence at the Birming¬ 
ham site. 


The latest 2012 cars see C02 figures 
drop from 184g/km to 174g/km which 
reduces the vehicle excise duty by one 
band. This saves £50 on the first year’s 
road tax and £20 a year after that. 

Fuel consumption improves with the 
urban cycle increasing from 26.1 mpg to 
27.7mpg. The extra urban cycle 
increases from 45.2mpg to 48.7mpg 
and the combined figure goes from 
35.6mpg to 37.7mpg. 

Improved VED figures mean recom¬ 
mended on-the-road prices for all MG6 
models drop by £40. MG6 ownership 
starts from £15,455 for an MG6 GT fast- 
back in S model trim. 

Prices for MG6 GT models in SE trim 
are reduced to £16,955 and the TSE 
trim model comes down from £18,995

Pet owners 
reminded 
to clean up 
dog mess 

DOG wardens are stepping 
up their patrols after a rise 
in the number of complaints 
about people failing to clear 
up after their pets. 

They will be out and about 
in ‘hotspots’ around the 
county after complaints 
from residents. 

At present people who fail 
to clear up after their dogs 
can be handed an £80 fine, 
reduced to £50 if paid within 
28 days. But this fine can 
rise to up to £1,000 if the per¬ 
son refuses to pay and ends 
up being taken to court. 

Martin Bennett, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s deputy cabi¬ 
net member, said: “Dog 
fouling is a big concern for 
Shropshire residents. 

“Apart from the health 
concerns, dog mess is also a 
real nuisance; it makes the 
area look untidy, and it 
unfairly gives all those 
responsible dog owners a 
bad name. 

“As well as upping our 
patrols, we are calling for 
residents to keep their eyes 
peeled for anyone who 
repeatedly lets their dog 
foul, noting down the times 
and places where this takes 
place. This will enable us to 
target the worst areas.” 

The dog warden has also 
written to all schools offer¬ 
ing to go into the school to 
speak to the children about 
dog fouling, and also hoping 
that they will take the mes¬ 
sage home.

Firefighters in training to 
tackle chemical catastrophe

MORE than 50 firefighters from across Shropshire have taken part in 
a major night-time environmental clean-up exercise. 

They were called to deal with a chemical spillage at Prees Heath airfield, near 
Whitchurch, last Thursday. 

Retained firefighters from Whitchurch, Wem, Hodnet, Prees, Shrewsbury, Tweedale and 
Market Drayton were called to deal with the drums, which were illegally dumped and giv¬ 
ing off fumes. Shropshire firefighters in 
chemical protection suits took part in the 
reconstruction. 

A 999 call to fire control in Shrewsbury 
stated that a number of drums containing 
an unknown liquid had been found illegally 
dumped at the north Shropshire airfield. 

Rescue pumps were quickly mobilised to 
the scene along with specialist chemical 
decontamination equipment and specially 
trained fire officers. 

First on the scene were firefighters from 
Whitchurch who wore breathing apparatus 
to initially deal with the suspect waste 
drums and call in colleagues to identify the 
chemical involved. 

Martin Timmis, head of fire prevention, 
said: “It is vitally important that firefight¬ 
ers are trained in realistic scenarios such as 
this one in which they dealt with the inci¬ 
dent in a very professional and well trained 
manner. 

“This is all done to protect the people of 
Shropshire from any real life incidents that 
we may face in the future.” 

Exercise director Mac Harris said: 
“These are valuable training exercises for 
us and we are extremely grateful to RT 
Matson and Sons for allowing us to practice 
at their site. We hold these exercises in haz¬ 
ardous materials as regularly as we can as 
they allow us to practice operational proce¬ 
dures and rescue techniques.”

THE new Government- 
backed shared equity 
scheme FirstBuy is not 
restricted to first time buy¬ 
ers, a developer has said.

Hosepipe bans holding no 
fears for canny gardeners

WE are all by now aware of the 
various hosepipe bans in place 
and the prospect of drooping 
plants and shrivelled vegetables. 

But all is not lost because canny gar¬ 
deners can make use of evergreen flower¬ 
ing shrubs, topiary and textured plants 
during the summer months, which will 
still look good in the winter, according to 
landscape designer Lucy Summers, 
author of Evergreen Plants, the latest in 
the Greenfingers Guides. 

“As a young gardener, I avoided evergreen 
plants like the plague, so distracted was I by 
the endless species and varieties of showy 
perennials,” she says. 

“But all gardeners’ tastes mature and 
change. With experience, I learned that a 
garden without evergreen scaffolding is des¬ 
tined for ordinariness.” 

But how will evergreens fare in the 
drought? 

“Once they’re established - more than 
three years old - most of them will do rea¬ 
sonably well,” she says. “If we have weeks 
and weeks of drought they may suffer a bit, 
but they are tough contenders. And all the 
Mediterranean plants are very happy.” 

Berberis, box, choisya, helianthemum 
(rock rose), hebe, potentilla, viburnum, 
rosemary, lavender and honeysuckle are 
among shrubs which can do well with little 
water, while ornamental grasses such as 
Stipa gigantea and Stipa tenuissima also 
need little maintenance. 

Phormiums (New Zealand flax) are 
drought tolerant, wind tolerant and will 
happily grow in coastal conditions. 

Aloe striatula, the hardy aloe, is also an

architectural winner which bears tall, can¬ 
dle-like yellow/orange flowers in midsum¬ 
mer if placed in a sunny, sheltered spot. 

Other drought-tolerant architectural 
stars include Astelia ‘Silver Spear’, its 
strap-like leaves reaching around 1.2m in 
height, while purple sage also looks exotic. 

All of these plants make fantastic state¬ 
ments and are suitable for most gardens. 

However, most evergreens should be 
mulched before the ground dries out too 
much. Those who’ve stockpiled water in 
water butts will benefit from giving beds a 
water before mulching with organic matter, 
to suppress weeds and conserve moisture. 

“If you water once a week, heavily and 
thoroughly, it’s much better for plants 
because it encourages them to root deeper,” 
Summers maintains. 

“If their roots are deeper they can find 
water more easily, but not surface water.”

Many low-growing, spreading evergreens 
thrive in poor, well-drained soil and sunny 
sites and once established become very 
drought tolerant. But it’s important to give 
newly planted evergreens some TLC to get 
them off to a good start. 

Before planting, thoroughly soak the 
plants in their pots in a bucket of water until 
the bubbles stop rising to the surface. 

Tease out any roots circling around the 
edge of the plant’s rootball, which will help 
the roots to grow out into the soil. 

Dig a hole and place the plant in before 


filling the hole with water until at least a 
watering-can-full has soaked in. Some will 
need additional organic matter when you 
infill, but not all evergreens need an 
extremely rich soil, so it’s best to check with 
your garden centre beforehand. 

They will need watering well once a week 
(twice a week in dry, hot spells) to survive, 
but should become low-maintenance once 
they are established.

Delicious 
fragrance 
in air with 
this flower 

THEY are famed for their 
tubular bell-shaped flowers 
and incredible scent, 
planted at the front of beds 
and borders or in single 
colours in pots, preferably 
near your patio door, so you 
can appreciate the delicious 
fragrance when you open 
your doors. 

The cultivars of 
Hyacinthus orientalis come 
in a mass of colours, from 
white and soft yellow to 
pink, red and purple. 

Bulbs should be planted in 
autumn, 10cm (4in) deep 
and 8cm (3in) apart, unless 
you are planting them in a 
pot, in which case they can 
be placed a little closer to 
each other. 

Sunny 

They will grow in sunny or 
partially shaded sites in any 
moderately fertile, well- 
drained soil. 

If you are growing them in 
pots use a loam-based pot¬ 
ting compost and plenty of 
crocks or other drainage 
materials at the bottom of 
the pot, and stand the pots 
on feet so that the moisture 
doesn’t come up through the 
pot in the winter months 
and rot the bulbs. 

Good varieties include 
‘City of Haarlem’, which 
produces soft primrose-yel¬ 
low flowers in late spring, 
and ‘Delft Blue’, which 
bears soft, violet-flushed 
blue flowers with a heady 
scent.

Parish is 
rising to 
£100,000 
challenge 

A CHURCH near Shawbury 
which has an average weekly 
attendance of eight, has 
taken on the challenging 
task of raising £100,000 for 
repairs to the roof of the 
Grade 1 listed building. 

Campaigners at St 
Bartholomew’s Church in 
Moreton Corbet have 
already managed to get 
promises for up to £80,000 
and plan to start the work in 
July. 

It was boosted at the 
weekend with donations 
from the funeral of Captain 
Rupert Bowers, who was 
killed in a bomb blast in 
Afghanistan. 

But the full extent of 
repair work is not yet 
known. 

Church warden Christo¬ 
pher Corbet said a lot of 
charities have helped raise 
funds. He said: “The roof 
truss has rotated and part of 
the roof has settled lower 
than it should be. 

“The truss needs to be 
rebuilt and the valley gutter¬ 
ing needs to be redesigned 
and repaired. 

“Water is coming through 
and spoiling some decora¬ 
tion at the east end too. 

“English Heritage has 
promised us about half the 
costs, we have had gifts from 
a variety of charities but 
there is about £18,000 
uncertain. 

“When there are big bills 
to pay we very much need 
help from the community.”

The new venue will be called 
the Henry Tudor House 
Restaurant and Bar. 

Tradition has it that 
Henry Tudor stayed in the 
building in 1485 on his way 
to battle, and subsequently 
to becoming king, at 
Bosworth Field. 

Mrs Jenkins said the proj¬ 
ect would give the site a new 
lease of life. 

She said: “As a team we 
are very excited by this proj¬ 
ect and have been working 
closely with our architect 
and interior designer to 
achieve our vision of giving 
Shrewsbury another excit¬ 
ing place to eat great food 
and to meet and socialise 
with family and friends. 

“It was last restored back 
in 1989 and this new project 


will definitely bring it back 
to its former glory.” 

The couple, who own the 
top two floors of the adjacent 
timber-framed Henry Tudor 
House, are planning to 
incorporate that building as 
a private dining room. 

New head chef will be Ian 
Matfin, who recently gave 
up his job as head chef at The 
Hayward Restaurant at the 
neighbouring Lion Hotel. 
Ivan Woodward will be oper¬ 
ations manager. 

The building’s new own¬ 
ers were recently granted 
planning permission by the 
council’s conservation 
department to begin work 
on the refurbishment.

It’s not often that a motoring 
journalist goes out and buys a 
car he has just tested but that’s 
just what a colleague did after 
we first drove the new Nissan 
Juke together. 

We both raved about the ‘funky’ newcomer 
when it was revealed to the UK public so I 
had been looking forward to taking another 
look, with more time to put the new Nissan to 
the test. 

Sometimes a car just wins you over on sight 
and the Juke falls into that bracket for me. It is 
a strikingly styled supermini crossover that 
does everything you would expect and is well 
equipped and priced.

smaller than I first thought - failing the golf- 
club test. 

On test was the 1.5DCi Acenta Premium five- 
door and straight away I have to tell you I prefer 
the 1.6 petrol, particularly in turbo format - 
though there is absolutely nothing wrong with 
the diesel, just a matter of personal choice. 

What the Juke does best is set the standard 
for blending a supermini with an SUV and the 
ride is fun. The price you pay for enjoying your¬ 
self so much is a hard ride, though you would 
never describe the Juke ride as 
uncomfortable.

wet conditions and there’s a real need for 
care when cornering or setting off at speed. 

The Juke looks well priced and you would 
only expect to pay top whack for the range top¬ 
ping models where four-wheel drive and auto¬ 
matic gearboxes will send you to a new level. 

Remote central locking with an anti-hijack 
feature is standard on every Juke, as is a long 
list of safety equipment, including ESR six 
airbags and anti-lock brakes with EBD and 
Brake Assist. 

The entry-level Visia trim has alloy wheels, 
air-conditioning and electric windows while the 
Acenta on test got climate control, Bluetooth, 
and an iPod connection. 

Nissan’s Dynamic Control System lets you 
alter the steering and accelerator settings to be 
sporty or eco-friendly. Top Tekna models get 
leather trim, satnav, a reversing camera and a 
keyless system, but they’re rather expensive. 

Outwardly the lower portion of Juke is pure 
SUy with chunky wheels, wide tyres, extended 
ground clearance and a robust stance. But the 
top portion is unadulterated sports car, with a 
high curvature windscreen, slim visor-like side 
glass graphics and the falling roof-line of a 
coupe. That effect is further underlined by rear 
doors which have handles hidden in the 
frame. 

Inside, there’s a further mixture of 
panache and practicality. There’s 
plenty of space up front and the 
driver-focused cabin is dominated 
by a centre console design inspired 
by the fuel tank of a superbike. 
Finished in a distinctive high 
colour, the ‘bike’ console adds 
use of fun to the car. 

Juke is blazing a trail through a 
previously conservative sector, stamp¬ 
ing its authority on the European market. 
In its first full year of production, it 

exceeded all expectations to sell nearly 




22,000 units in the UK and over 132,000 units 
across Europe, a number that is expected to be 
beaten in 2012. 

The HOPS 1.5-litre dCi common rail diesel 
has 240Nm of torque, 57.6mpg combined and 
C02 tumbling of 129g/km. 

The new C02 figure for the diesel allows it to 
retain its PURE DRIVE badge. Initially the 
badge was placed on all Nissan vehicles that 
produced emissions of 140g/km or lower, but to 
show this is a continuing programme, that tar¬ 
get has been lowered to 130g/km and will be 
reduced further, to 120g/km, in 2013/14. 

So does the Juke have a future? You bet it 
does. Nissan is powering ahead with production 
and is right on track to break more sales records 
this year. By the way, my colleague and his wife 
love their new purchase.

In answer to this many car manu¬ 
facturers produce what are ostensibly 
cars that are designed to be at their 
best in an urban environment but 
increasingly get pressed in to making 
the longer journeys because they are 
economical. 

The Peugeot 107 is a perfect exam¬ 
ple of this, and living nowhere near a 
large urban environment seemed to 
be completely the wrong car to test. 

However, all is not what it seems 
and after a few days with the 107 
Sportium I found a lot to like. 

Styling 

The 107 is a small car from the out¬ 
side and the styling is one of those 
things you will either love or hate. 

It did not do much for me as it 
seemed to have more than a passing 
resemblance to many other city cars. 

But on the inside things started to 
look a little different. 

The dashboard is laid out in what I 
can only describe as a funky way with 
the central clocks having a little side 
pod which I liked and was very easy to 
read on the move. 

The seats are comfortable and 
remain so even after a long journey 
which is important if you want to 
press the 107 in to motorway work. 

It was also surprisingly spacious 
given its size with a boot space that 
looked tiny but did manage to swallow 
up all of the shopping in one go. 

The engine is a 998cc three- cylin¬ 
der petrol with 68bhp, which doesn’t 
sound like a great deal but don’t let 
this put you off.

The DBS drips with charisma and scintillating presence 

Aston Martin has 
a superstar for 
the carbon age 


All car manufacturers need 
to balance progress with¬ 
out leaving behind cus¬ 
tomers who love the 
current cars. 

It’s a problem for Aston Martin, a 
firm steeped in history and with an 
image intimately tied to past products: 
the classic DB5/6 is one of the world’s 
most famous cars thanks to a certain 
secret agent. 

But how does that help you sell a 
new car? 

Take in the details of this DBS Car¬ 
bon Edition and Aston Martin has got 
it spot on. It starts with the grille and 
its distinctive shape that echoes those 
50s and 60s icons. 

Sandwiching that is a carbon fibre 
splitter and LED headlights, with 21st 
century written all over them, and the 
choice of diamond-turned alloy wheels, 
carbon fibre door mirrors and rear 
light surrounds. 

Two unique colours - Ceramic Grey 
or Flame Orange, go through a 25-hour 
hand-finishing process. The DBS usu¬ 
ally wears more sober shades but this 
vibrant paint draws out the sensuous 
curves. 

The flip-up door handles are a tri¬ 
umph of style over function; a little 
more awkward than a normal handle, 



but worth it for the looks. Pop the han¬ 
dle and the doors swing out and up. In 
the cabin there’s more carbon fibre 
over the top of the dashboard while the 
lower half is finished in piano black. 
The roof lining is finished in quilted 
leather, so every surface is a visual and 
tactile treat. 

The DBS receives the upgraded 
Garmin satnav system, a big improve¬ 
ment. These enhancements add to the 
sense of occasion and are the perfect 
appetiser to the driving experience. 

The starting routine remains the 
same, slotting the sapphire glass oblong 
key into the centre of the dashboard, 
followed by a rapid whirr and a snarl as 
the magnificent VI2 fires into life. 

Getting going requires a push of the 
D button in a Touchtronic II-equipped 
model, and the fly-off handbrake is a 
lovely nod to older Aston Martins. 

The DBS has Sport suspension mode 
as standard, so starting in default 
makes your ride comfier than you 
might expect. 

It’s no limousine, so you are always 
aware of the road beneath, just as you 
should be. 

In this mode it covers long distances 


with ease and in fine style, although 
you might need to refuel fairly 
regularly. 

Punching the Sport button sharpens 
the throttle response and tightens the 
dampers. A flick of the paddles controls 
the gearbox, and immediately you feel 
the car tighten up. 

Exercising that big V12 is a lesson in 
how a mechanical thing can live and 
breathe. The raw figures say plenty - 
191mph and 0-62mph in 4.3 seconds - 
but it feels faster. 

Carbon ceramic brakes shed the 
speed with consummate ease, allowing 
you to charge up to a bend in complete 
confidence. 

When you ease the DBS into that 
curve, you have the classic front- 
engined, rear-wheel drive set-up to 
inspire assurance. 

But this is a modern car, with two- 
stage ESP to suit the conditions, so it 
grips and communicates as well as you 
would hope. 

It may not be as fast as its younger 
rivals, but it’s for you to decide 
whether that is more important than 
the size of your grin as you exit a bend, 
rear tyres lit up and 6.0-litres of muscle 
roaring away.

Ford Focus on price of fuel 


Ford is claiming that one 
version of its latest Focus 
hatchback more than off¬ 
sets the vast increases in 
fuel prices over the last few 
years, costing less to fuel 
per mile travelled than the 
equivalent model four 
years ago. 

Despite a 34 per cent hike in fuel 
prices since 2008, Ford is claiming that 
its new 1.0-litre, 99bhp Ecoboost petrol 
engine sees motorists paying less out in 
fuel costs than they did back then. 

Using the claimed fuel consumption 
figures and fuel prices from both then 
and now, Ford compared the old Focus 
1.6 petrol (42.2mpg) with the new ver¬ 
sion equipped with the small-capacity 
Ecoboost unit (58.8mpg). 

Their calculations showed that even 
though petrol has risen from 104p to

“It’s a tough draw in terms of 
travel and the teams we’re playing 
against,” said Foster, 27.

“It’s not going to be easy but it 
never is in this sort of competition.

“The season can often hinge on a 
couple of games at various points.

‘luxury items’ that the NHS 
would not otherwise be able 
to provide. 

Hawkins, 66, was diag¬ 
nosed with low-grade non- 
Hodgkin lymphona in 
August 2009 and is keen to 
raise as much as money as 
possible by way of a thank 
you for the treatment he’s 
received at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. 

“The money raised will go 
to the Cancer Patient Care 
Fund,” said Hawkins. 

Anecdotes 

“It will be spent on care 
for cancer patients, what the 
NHS wouldn’t invest in, to 
give the patients some com¬ 
fort, some piece of mind, 
respect. 

“When I decided to hold 
the dinners, I thought who 
better to speak than Gra¬ 
ham with being associated 
with both Shrewsbury and 
Wolves, as I have. 

“If we can get 200 people 
at the dinner in Shrewsbury, 
it will be brilliant.” 

The two Grahams will 
share anecdotes of their long 
careers in the game while 
Hawkins also hopes a num¬ 
ber of Town players from the 
golden era in which he 
worked there will attend. 

“Graham and I have kept

gone by and in the two years 
I spent with Graham at 
Shrewsbury, I learned so 
much from him,” recalled 
Hawkins.

“I could actually have 
signed for Shrewsbury when 
I was a player but Port Vale 
offered me a coaching job as 
well so I took that. Alan Dur¬ 
ban must have had Graham 
in mind to carry on here 
after both he and Richie 
Barker left. 

“Shrewsbury is one of 
those towns that no-one 
leaves and I loved every 
minute at the club, learning 
so much from Graham, the 
chairman at the time (Tim 
Yates) and the club’s philos¬ 
ophy on budgets.” 

Hawkins only left Shrews¬ 
bury when he received an 
offer he could not refuse, the 
chance to manage Wolves, 
his boyhood club, and he led 
them straight into the top 
flight of English football in 
1983-84, his first season in 
charge. 

Returning to Wolves 



meant his career turned full 
circle for he had earlier 
kicked off his playing days in 
the old gold and black before 
longer stints at Preston and 
Blackburn in a career span¬ 
ning 450 league appear¬ 
ances. 

He later worked for the 
Football League for 11 years 
as head of player develop¬ 
ment in their youth depart¬ 
ment before cancer was 
discovered when he was 
preparing for hernia sur¬ 
gery. 

“It was quite a shock to 
the system,” he said. “I was 
referred to Dr Nigel O’Con¬ 
nor at the RSH and from 
then on I had various forms 
of treatment. 

“Last year I had to have 
chemotherapy which was 
quite traumatic. 

“When someone tells you 
that you’ve got cancer, you 
can’t describe it. I didn’t 
think I was going to see 
another Christmas, it’s that 
drastic. 

“I’m almost three years 
down the line now. I

wouldn’t say I’m in remis¬ 
sion, I’m not. It’s not a nice 
cancer, but I’m in good 
hands. 

“I’ve met a lot of nice peo¬ 
ple and it’s certainly opened 
my eyes on hospital treat¬ 
ment, what doctors and 
nurses do.” 

Hawkins added: “All prof¬ 
its made on the evening will 


go towards purchasing nec¬ 
essary items for the new can¬ 
cer unit at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. 

“The new unit will pro¬ 
vide a Clinical Haematology 
Service that principally 
looks after patients with 
blood cancers although 
there are some patients with 
non-malignant disease.”

SHREWSBURY Town boss 
Graham Turner taking any¬ 
thing for granted despite his 
side moving a giant step 
closer towards sealing auto¬ 
matic promotion. 

Turner saluted Town’s 
efforts once again as they 
dug deep to see off Port Vale 
under the bright lights of the 
Greenhous Meadow on 
Tuesday night.

Character counts as Gornell fires Town fightback

TERRY Gornell enjoyed the most 
productive day of his Greenhous 
Meadow career to propel Town 
closer to the promised land of 
League One. 

Delighted by Liverpool beating 
Everton earlier in the FA Cup 
semi-final, Gornell had one of 
those afternoons he could do no 
wrong to ensure there was no 
fairytale start to life in the Rother¬ 
ham dug out for new Millers boss 
Steve Evans. 

The fiery Scot might have 
known what was coming even 
when Ryan Cresswell headed the 
Yorkshire club into an early lead. 

After all, Evans also saw Craw¬ 
ley, the club he quit to head north, 
take the lead at the Meadow in 
February and still end up empty 


handed after the type of spirited 
fightback which has become 
Town’s trademark this season. 

The Rotherham turnaround was 
the fifth time on home soil they 
have conceded first yet still 
emerged victorious in this exciting 
campaign. 

That underlines the character 
boss Graham Turner has managed 
to instill in his players, and their 
togetherness, both on and off the 
field, continues to serve them so 
well. 

“One of the features this season 
has been the character in the side, ” 
said Turner. “This has been 
another endorsement of the char¬ 
acter we’ve got in the side.” 

Town were slow out of the blocks 
with fired up Rotherham quick to 


take advantage when central 
defender Cresswell looped home a 
second minute header after a cor¬ 
ner went uncleared. 

It was the third time in as many 
meetings this season the Millers 
have struck the first blow, but they 
have failed to go on and win any of 
the matches. 

This was to be no different as, 
after the visitors squandered a 
couple of chances - Evans claimed 
his new club should have led 3-0 at 
the break - they were made to pay 
when Gornell accepted a neat flick 
from James Collins to drive home a 
low shot from 20 yards in first half 
stoppage time. 

In an instant the mood around 
the Meadow was transformed with 
Town quick to get their noses in 


front after the restart. 

The excellent Nicky Wroe, influ¬ 
ential throughout in midfield, 
burst forward and neatly rounded 
keeper Rhys Taylor before cleverly 
picking out Cardiff loanee Aaron 
Wildig to apply the finishing touch 
from close range. 

With Mark Wright a constant 
menace on the left, it seemed only 
a matter of time before Town 
would score again, and Gornell 
duly obliged in the 67th minute. 

It was almost a corbon copy of 
his opener as Collins again teed up 
his strike partner to find the bot¬ 
tom of the net from just outside the 
box with a really sweet strike. 

“It was a good day,” said Gornell. 
“Both goals came out of the blue 
really but Collo’s laid the ball off 


great and I’ve managed to get good 
strikes on them.” 

Turner, pleased to hear both 
Torquay and Crawley dropped 
points, added: “They were two 
great strikes and he’s capable of 
doing that. He’s worked very hard 
and has formed a good partnership 
with James Collins over the last 
few matches. 

“He’s deserved his goals because 
he’s worked unselfishly for the 
team.”
